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“OUR ON ILLINOIS.” 

IlHnois will set an excellent example to the other 
states if its people adopt at this election the con- 
stituti.rs! amendment providing for the bond is- 
sue of $20,000,000 for the building of the deep wat- 
erway down towards the gulf. The passage of 
the constitutional amendment will certainly be 
followci by the Government’s formal adoption 
of th» plans for the deep waterway, and the 
project which is now thoroughly approved by 
both the engineer of the United States army and 
the civil engineers will be placed on a basis of 
continuing appropriations like the Panama Canal. 
The edoption of the amendment will be the most 
impv: tant step that hag been taken by the peo- 
ple of any state toward real waterways improve- 
ment. 

The constitutional amendment as it is sub- 
initted to the people of Illinois provides that 
$17,000,000 is to be spent on the building of the 
deep waterway down towards the gulf as far as 
La Saj’e on the Mlinols River. The remaining 
$3,000,000 will be spent in developing electric pow- 
er from the Des Plaines River and the Illinois 
River, which electric power is to be sold by the 
State for manufacturing, lighting and other com- 
mercial purposes, so as to bring to the State a 
Yearly net revenue of $2,500,000. This will pay 
back to the State the $20,000,000 in eight -years, 
and the State will then have as an asset a power 
plant returning $2,500,000 a year, to be used as the 
taxpayers of the State may decide. The plan 
is bold, progressive and practical and undoubted- 
ly if the people of the State approve of it by 
adopting the constitutional amendment, other 
states will follow. Gov. Folk has already shown 
his desire to conserve the natural resources of 
Missouri in this way by appointing a commission 
charged with the duty of examining the rivers of 
this State, ascertaining whether or not electric 
power can be developed from them and reporting 
to him their conclusions. 

If Illinois adopts this constitutional amendment, 
and if the Board of Survey, headed by Col. W. H. 
Bixby, reports upon the feasibility and cost of the 
deep waterway between St. Louis and New Or- 
leans this winter, surely within the next two 
years. Congress should take such comprehensive 
steps to finance the project that it may be com- 
pleted simultaneously with the opening of the 
Pahama Canal. 7 | 

The 4000 delegates to the’ deep waterway con- 
vention in Chicago’ this month sang in one song: 

“We've got our eyes on Illinois.” 

Illinois now really seems able to decide whether 
or not the deep waterway shall’ be built in this 
generation.

That the extensive adulteration of candy and soda 
fountain products is net configed to the Bast and 
the Middle West is evidenced by information from 
Califernia, where % candy makers and soda water 
manufacturers have been guilty of employing harm- 
ful adulterants in their products according to charges 
made by the California State Board of Health. Ata 
recent meeting the Board issued instructions to the 
district attorneys to have all the violators arrested. 
The candy makers are charged with empleying parai- 
fin in the manufacture of their sweets, and the soda 
water manufacturers are accused of using salicylic 
acid. Both of these are most dangerous adulterants, 
paraffin often acting as a poison to the stomachs of 
young children. Salicylit acid ig the deadly chemica) 
which caused so much death and sickness among 
children when it was used in milk before the public 
rose in its wrath against the outrageous practicé.

HAVE never yet gone to any play in a spirit of hostility, and it certainly 
is not reasonable to suppose that the public goes in such a spirit. There 
is nothing I enjoy more than the seeing of a good play, and surely the 
public is keen in its relish of such plays. Anyone with the love of good 
drama in his soul goes to the play hopeful of a delightful evening. A, great 
pleasure is then expected to come to w ne across the footlights, and one awaits 
it in mest receptive mood. 

' It depends upon the play and the players to satisfy this hopeful expecta- 
tion, If they do se, how glad are play goers to proclaim the fact—you hear it 
from their lips as they leave the house, and you should read it in the news- 
papers the next day. If expectation\is not satisfied, how surely is the adverse 
verdiet expressed by playgoers when*the last curtain has fallen—and how in- 
sincere and unfaithful to/its clients is the newspaper that neglects to tell the 
‘truth concerning the play’s demerits. It may easily be comprehended, of course, 
that a manager bearing the costly burden of a poor play would wish to re- 
cover his investment, even with a profit, if possible, but it is asking too. 
much ef playgoers to insist that they pay out of their pockets the financial 
penalty for the managerial blunder which led to the purchase of a poor prop-

And assuredly. it is not the task of a newspaper to serve as a cat’s paw for 
guch @ manager, pulling his chestnuts from the fire by telling the public that 


a bad play is a good play. 
ACCEPT the logic of the ait in thus taken—if it is the duty of a newspa- 





per to point out the defects it is) 1 equal duty to reveal the virtues of a 

play—and I have always tried to ' oliow this logic to its final analysis. 

The effort has never been anythfig but congenial to me. I dearly love to 
discern and proclaim a play's worthiness. In the first place, it has given me.an 
evening’s delight, and I would be lacking in sincerity and in gratitude to play- 
wright and players if I failed to testify to the truth. In,the second place, it af- 
ferds me additional pleasure to direct playgeoers, as far as is within my power, 
to a playhouse where they can see a play worth the seeing. Finally, to my 
thinking, the only warrant for a newspaper’s maintenance of a dramatic de- 
partment is that this department shall strive in all honesty to be a guide to 
playgoers, making truthful repert on the merit or the demerit of theatrical of- 
‘ferings. It does not possess this warrant if it says that a bad play is good or a 
goed play is bad. 

Errers ef judgment may be, and are, made, as a matter of course. One 
temperamentally in sympathy with the drama may earnestly endeavor to fit 
himself for the authoritative performance of a critic’s task, yet fail in that 
performance. But at all moments he should be able to guarantee the honesty 


of the. performance—the sincerity of his utterares. 
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& § PDH regard te the plays booked at St. Louis houses, I should rejoice if 
VY “ine roots or ithe big New York and Chicago succe$ses were so ar- 
VY .yanged that. we-might see them earlier than is now the case. 
I do not ask of producing managers that they consider St. Louis’ interests 
at any sacrifice of their'own. This would be utterly lacking in plain common 
Sense. No owner of a play will interrupt a long run of that play elséwhere 
in order to send it to St. Louis for a one, two or three weeks’ engagement. Nor 
will he send a New York success direct to this Middle-West territory, unnec- 
esparily paying heavy transportation expenses, until the play has 
covered the Eastern territory nearer’ the scene of--its initial 
success. It may not reasonably be expected that such a play shall come to 
St. Louls before it has played Boston, Philadelphia and ether large cities 
reached at less cost to the management. But when a new play has come as 
far as Chicago, or been originally produced there, or had its premier elsewhere 
in the West and is to be produced in er returned to New York, then assuredly St. 
Louis should see that play before it is taken East. This we have the right to 
ask—and if that right were conceded we sheuld by now have seen ‘‘The Devil,” 
“The Thief,” ‘‘The Merry Widow” and certain other big successes for which we 
are still waiting. 

To New York managers who pronounce St: Louis not a good enough ‘“‘show 
town” to merit such consideration, I commend a reading of the views on this 
point expressed by certain prominent players when the Post-Dispatch first took 
up thig subject a week ago. These players testify that, in their experience, St. 
Louls has never failed to make profitable the engagement of a worthy play.

GERTRUDE GOES EAST 


Here This Week at First 
Church, 





The call of duty will prevent the at- 
tendance of one of the twin sisters, the 
Misses Gertrude and Grace Wyckoff, 
missionaries in China, at the meeting of 
the Congregational Women’s Board of 
Missions of the Interior at the First 
Congregational Church Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday. — 
While Miss Grace Wyckoff is telling 
the convention of the work in China and 
the needs of the missionaries to carry 
on the work, her sister will be embark- 
ing at Seattle on her return trip to Chi- 
na. The twin sisters have been mission- 
aries in China for 16 years. 
The convention will be attended by 200 
delegates from all the states between 
the Alleghenfes and the Rocky Moun- 
tains." The Interior Board which meets 
in St. Louis co-operates with a similar 
Board of the Atlantic States and with 
another of the Pacific States. No na- 
tional board has been organized, though 
one is contemplated. 
The women composing the board at- 
tend to thé disposition of their own 
finances and forward the funds direct 
to the missionaries in fareign lands. At 
the meeting in Omaha last year the re- 
ports showed $100,000 had been collected 
for missionary work. It was distributed 
in Turkey, India, China, Japan, Micro- 
nesia and Africa. 

Work for Women. 
The men have established seminaries 
and ehurches among the heathen, but it 
was found they could not advantage- 
ously reach the women and children, a 
work which the women missionaries 
have carried on very successfully. 

Among the netable speakers expected 
in St. Louis this week is Miss Frances 
B. Patterson, whe is familiar with the 
werk in China and India. She will 
speak Tuesday evening on “India of 
Today.” Her address will be illustrated. 
Wednesday evening the Rev. J. L. Bar- 
ten of Beston, senior secretary of the 
American Board, will speak on “The 
Hand of Mén and. the Voice of God.” 

The foreign missionaries who are to 
speak are: Miss Grace Wyckoff, Dr. E. 
D. Smith and Miss Josephine Walker, 
from China: and Misses Charlotte R. 
Willard, Stella N. Loughridge and M. 
M. Foete, from Turkey.

Tht REFERENDUM 


Much Work in Favor of This 
Amendment Has Been 
Done in State. 





THERE ARE 7 OTHERS 


One Providing for the Better- 
_ ment of the Roads Gen- 
° erally Favered. 


Ver mere than a year speakers and 
propagandists. have been traveling 
threugh Missouri discussing the in- 
itiative and referendum amendment to 
the State Constitutien which is te be 
voted upen by the peeple Nov. 3. Mere 
work in favor of this amendment has 
been dene in Missouri than in any other 
State. 

John Z. White ef Chicage has spent 
an entire year making speeciies in this 
Btate. Mr. White is widely known as a 
writer and speaker. While he was a 
printer in Chicage he wrete a criticism 
of the famous John Marshall Dart- 
mouth Cellege decision, which many 
lawyers say completely demelishes the 
epinion of the celebrated jurist. 

The initiative and referendum is the 
third of the eight amendments to the 
Constitution. This amendment prevides 
that the people may prepese, by peti- 
tien, any measure for enactment, and 
may require enactments of legislatures 
te be referred to the peopie fer ratifica- 
tion, 

Acts as Check on Legisiation, 

For instance, a certain number ef per- 
sons, if the mitiative and referendum 
Was. in use fn St. Leuis, ceuld pro 
@ natural gas bill and require the 
Municipal Assembly to upon it. I’ 
an unsatisfactery bill was pessed by 
the Aasembly the peeple could refuse 
to ratify it, and it would thus fail to 
become a law. Advocates of the meas- 
ure say that it is a check upon legisia- 
tive bedies, and that in states where it 
exists it has never been necessary te 
‘use it. It Becomes a club, they say, 
held) constantly above the heads of leg- 
isiative representatives to cempel them 
to render efficient service.

‘I ment is that the initiative and refer- 


endum is too cumberseme. The in- 
fatiative and referendum now exists in 
Oregon, Califernia, Delaware, Iowa. and 
Oliahoma, and is said to be satisfac- 


tory, 


The. first amendment provides for the 
increase in the salaries of members of 
the General Assembly of Missouri. It 
fizes the compensation at $750 a year, 
payable quarterly, instead of $% a day 
for the first 7 days of regular sessions 
and $1 a day after the expiration of that

It provides for the dis- 
continuance of the State property tax 
after Jan. 1, 1909, and for the raising 
of State revenue thereafter either by the 
exercise of the general taxing pewer, by 
license and the like, or by appertion- 
ment to the counties and cities of the 
State. The State has the power to se- 
lect any subject for taxation and to 
withdraw it from local taxation. Two 
tax commissions have investigated this 
matter and recommended its adoption. 
There is much vigorous opposition to its 
passage, however.

Resists Payment of Tax Levy 
—Bixby Promises 
Open Doors. 





Collections of paintings and sculpture 
in the St. Louis Museum of Fine Arts 
in Forest Park will not be withdrawn 
from exhibition by their owners, even 
if the Supreme Court sustains the city’s 
contention that the institution is private 
and not public. 

This statement was made to the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday by. William K. Bix- 
by, chairman of the Museum’s Board of 
Control. Mr. Bixby said that the Board 
did not object to lending the collections 
to the city, but would not censent to an 
outright transfer of ownership from 
Washington University, as their trustee. 

As both Mayor Wells and Park Com- 
missioner Scanlan express themselves as 
willing that the paintings, sculpture and 
other works of art be exhibited in the 
museum in Forest Park, subject to the 
city’s control, friends of the institution 
believe that the public is.in no danger 
of losing its benefits. 

In resisting the payment of $92,176,30 
raised by a levy of 2 cents per $100 for 
the museum’s maintenance, the city con- 
tends for the right to name its’ Board 
of Centro], but does not demand that 
the pictures and statuary become public 
property. Muyor Wells and Park Com- 
missioner Scanlan say they would gilad- 
ly accept for exhibition all the works of 
art now Im the institution, and do not 
expect that the ownership be vested in 
the citv. 

What the city claims ts the right to 
name the Board of Control, establish 
regulations for the museum's conduct 
and'to abolish the fees now charged for 
admissien. While that authority is in 
the hands of the present Board ef Con- 
trol appointed by Washingten Univer- 
sity, it is held that the museum is not 
a public institution and cannot, there- 
fore, benefit from taxation. 

Must Serve the People. 

“T am sure the members of the Board 
of Contre] de net care hew or by whom 
they ‘or their successers shall be 
chesen,”” said Mr. Bixby. .“The con- 
sideration of first importance Is that the 
paintings and sculpture serve the educa- 
wienal and artistic needs of the people. 

“I know.that Washington University, 
which, as trustee, controls praétically all 
the pictures, statuary and other works 
of art in the museum, will gladly per- 
mit them fo remain there for the public 
pleasure and instruction even if the city | 
should win in the Supreme Court. 

“But the Board cannet, of course, 
give these collections to the city. That 
would be unwise because no one can as- 
sure us that sometime there might not 
be a set of public authorities who would 
sell or exchange some of the most valu- 
able pictures, for instance. 

“While the city refuses to assist in 
the maintenance of the Art Museum, we 
are cempelied to charge for admission on 
certain days. But even that income is 
far frem adequate. We must, in ad- 
dition, sell memberships and seek con- 
tributions from those of genereus pub-

Foe to Vaccination Challenges 
State Officer to Join 
| Him in Test. 





PHILADELPHIA, Oct. %4.—Severe ar- 
raignment of the medical profession for 
their support of the vaccination theory 
and general depreciation of the com- 
pulsory vaccination.laws, characterized 
the addresses at the opening session of 
the anti-vaccinationists, assembled here 
for a three-day conference. 

Dr. Rudolphe Straube, a Philadelphia 
physician, read a letter to Dr. Samtel 
G. Dixon, State Commissioner of 
Health, asking that the Commissioner 
appear before the conference for a de- 
bate on the subject as to whether or 
not vaccine virus will prevent smallpox. 


The letter in which Dr. Straube made 
his challenge to Dr. Dixon reads in 


rt: 

“You claim that vaccination will pre- 
vent smallpox. I know that it will not, 
but that ft only helps to spread tu- 
berculosis, cancer and other diseases. 
I know that pure blood and a good 
constitution always grant immunity. 
You and I, however, agree on this—that 
in all known epidemics of all time not 
all the people of a community were 
attacked. is being the case. then 
why should all the people be bilood- 

igsoned in order to save the non- 
mmunes from contagion? 

“In order to — this Ronny of 
immunity from smal pe between you 
and me, by means of this o letter 
I challenge you to a test. have 
undoubtedly been vaccinated time and 
again;.hence in your estimation you are 
immune. I have never peen vaccinated, 
but claim immunity from smallpox by 
reason of pure bloou and a good con- 
stitution. 

“I will stake my gy health 
against your vaccine scars in defying 
smallpox and challenge you to occupy 
the same bed with me at the same 
time with a smallpox patient lying be- 
tween us. Thus we shall prove the 
henesty of our convictions and, per- 
haps, something more, If your ur belief is 
from your heart and not from your 
peeks, alone you will accept this chal-

Head of Catholic Church in 
Philippines Never Voted, 
Says Friend. 





The Rev. Joseph Cagey, a Catholic 
priest, who is chaplain of the First In- 
fantry, United States Army, stationed 
in Vancouver Barracks, has stirred up 
@ great commotion among Democrats all 
over the country by a statement he 
gave out in St. Louis purporting to be 
a quotation from Arcnbishop J. J. Har- 
ty of the Philippines, in which the 
Archbishop is represented as praying 
earnestly’ that Taft be elected Presi- 
dent and that Bryan be defeated. 

At Democratic campaign headquarters 

in Chicago so much importance is at- 
tached to the statements of Father Ca- 
sey that M. J. Wade, connected with 
the campaign headquarters, sent a tele- 
gram asking that Father David 8S. Phe- 
lan, pastor of Our Lady of Mount Car- 
mel Catholic Church in St. Louis, be 
asked his opinion of it. 
. It is generally known that Father 
Phelan has been a life-long friend of 
Archbishop Harty, and it was thought 
at Democratic campaign headquarters 
that, even if he had not heard directly 
from the Archbishop upon the subject, 
he would be able to give a fair opinion 
as to whether Father Casey had ex- 
pressed the views of Archbishop Harty 
as the Archbishop would wish them to 
be expressed. 

Harty Quoted As Favoring Taft. 
The exact words of Father Casey 
were: 

“Archbishop J. J. Harty privately said 
to me: ‘I am convinced that Mr. Bryan 
is a very able and good man, and a 
most renowned orator, but I pray 
earnestly to God that Gov. Taft is elect- 
ed, because he knows the needs of the 
Philippine Islands and my dear Filipi- 
nos, and will help us in every way pos- 
sible, while Mr. Bryan, if he should live 
up tp the Democratic declaration, would 
me produce chaos, unrest and most 
likely a terrible insurrection, as our er- 
dinary Filipinos, while good, religious 
people, are not ready yet te govern 
themselves, and will not be for many 
years. In fact, we are better off un-

“Archbishep Harty was never a poli- 
ticilan. I den’t think he ever voted. I 
have been in frequent cerrespendence 
with him since he went to Manila and 
am as close to him as any priest in 
this country.

BOSTON, Oct. %-—Declaring that 
many Boston ministers are unable to 
support their families on the small sal- 
aries they receive and that several of 
them are forced to till the soil for 4 
living, the Rev. Hernert S. Johnson, 
pastor of the Warren Avenue Baptist 


Church, advocates the formation of 4 
minister’s union, and a meeting of Bos- 
ton pastors of all Protestant denomina- 
tions will be called. 

The proposed union is to be based on 
the same principles as those of organ- 
ized labor and is intended to have the 
same sort of restrictive and protective 
features. There will be a clause cover- 
ing @ movement on the part of the 
clergy answering to the “strike” of the 
workingmen, and there will also be 4 
functionary of the nature of the walk- 
ing delegates.

umn. I consented-and prepared the ar- i: 
ticle. Ir a message from the Boston 
editor I was informed that the exposure 
was of greatest importance and that ar- 
rangements were being made to feature 
it a week later. 

Lodge Suppressed News. 

“But the article never appeared. 
Months later I,learned the reason. Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge had made a 
personal appeal to the Boston editor in 
behalf o1 the administration that my 
‘charge be suppressed. 

“I would not make this assertien,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Green, impressively, “if there 
was the faintest doubt of its truth. Sen- 
ator Lodge will not deny.”’ 

Taking up the history of the Philip- 
pine railroad contract, Mr. Green ex- 
plained that in’ Luzon the Manila com- 
pany had a railroad from cities of Ma- 
nila to Daguban. 

“In the time of chaos, following the 
war, this road was conspicuously active 
in the service ‘of the enemy. As 4a re- 
sult the American military authorities 
seized its line, operated it for many 
months and then turned it over to its 
owners. Later the company brought a 
claim for $1,500,000 againkt the United 
States Government. 

“Now, I come to the fst paint of 
great importance,”’ contfnued Mr. Green, 
with sudden emphasis. ‘‘The attorney of 
that company upon its demand made 
upon the Government was Elihu Root, 
now Secretary of State. When he be- 
came Secretary of War, the attorney- 
ship was passed over to Wayne Mac-, 
Veagh end Henry W. Taft. 

“As the negotiations progressed to a 
point where a certain degree of pub- 
licity could not be avoided, John G. 
Milburn figured as the company’s-coun- 
sel. As you know, he was the Buffalo 
lawyer, in whese house President Mc- 
Kinley died and Mr. Roosevelt .was 
sworn in as Fresident. 

“But the real legal engineering was in 
the hanas of Hoot, MacVeagh and Taft; 
Milburn simp.y worked around. the 
edges and played the role of legal fig- 
urehead. 

“At che close of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War the Maniia Railway Co. was 
practically bankrupt, but the shrewd. 
and influential friends of Mr. Taft, whe 
were “ pushing -the» company’s claim 
against our Government, saw great pos- 
sibilities in it, 

New Concession Granted, 

“ready the announcement bad been 
made of the Government’s purpose to 
‘develop the resources of the Philippines 
by a great system of railroads. _ 

“While .the whole. question of .rail- 
reads for the Philippines was in this 
unformed shape,’”’ centinued Mr. Greer, 
“the first trick was turned by the Taft- 
MacVeagh cembine. It was the grant 
ing of a new concession to the crippled 
old Manila Railway Co. 

“By the terms of this new concession 
an English company was given -the 
right to construct.a line paralleling its 
existing line on the opposite side of 
the valley and also a belt line to en- 
circle the city of. Manila. By this 
act the railroad interests of the island 
for all time were surrendered to the 
scheming combine, intrenched behind 
the English company. It left no favor- 
able route for any competing line. It 
means that any competitor would have 
to build his line through marshes and 
ever mountains at a prehibitive coat. 

“But this strange concession was 
negotiated se quietly that no news Af 
its existence reached the. ears of capi- 
talists in this country who were in- 
terested in the Philippine project. Ir 
knew nothing of it theugh I consulted, 
President Roosevelt and began the ex- 
pensive work of surveying and ex- 
ploration. 

“At that time,’”’ continued Mr. Green, 
“the shares of the Manila Railway Ce. 
was kicked about the London Exchange 
at sharply shifting values. Every turn 
up or down was influenced by reports 
from Manila &nd in every turn the 
Taft-MacVeagh combine “made. big 
money and strengthened its grip on the 
control of English company. 

“All this- time, howevér, the purpose 
of the schemers*to gobble up the entire. 
railroad interests of Luzon ‘by choking 
off all competition was as carefully’ 
concealed from the English stockhold-’ 
ers as from the American public. Large 
blocks of the stock passed into the 
hands of the Taft company and the 
a year.

WALSH 
CONVICN NDIATED 
AS A RATER 


Candidate for Circuit Attetney 
Argues Against Revocation 
of Parole. 








Harry M. Walsh, Democratic candi- 
date for Circuit Attorney, yesterday 
went to the rescue of William Cody, 
charged with voting fraudulently, at the 
primary election and succeeded in pre- 
venting Cody’s penitentiary parole be- 
ing peremptorily revoked by Judge 
Shields in the Criminal Court. 

In doing this Walsh fought the ef- 
fort of Circuit Attorney Sager to in- 
duce the Judge to revoke the parole on 
the showing of the indictment charging 
Cody with violating the election law 
and. interfering with an officer at the 
polling place of the fourth precinct of 
the Third Ward. 

Walsh pleaded that Cody’s indictment 
was not evidence of his guilt, and asked 
that ‘the parole granted by Judge 
Muench after Cody had been convicted 
of burglary be permitted to remain in 
effect. 

Judge Rebukes Walsh. 

Walsh was sternly rebuked by Judge 
Shields when he said that if such a 
charge against a man in these. times 
of election excitement were to be coun- 
tenanced it would give an judges 
a chance to use their office for political 
purposes. 

must remind you that judges are 
not supposed to be partisan,” said 
Judge Shields. 

“Well, I would hate to be out on 
parole at this time,’’ replied .Walsh. “I 
wonder how long it would take my 
Republican. friends to allege that I had 
broken my parole.’ 

After Walsh had made his plea Judge 
Shields asked Circuit Attorney Sager 
to put his witnesses on the stand. 

Witnesses Help Cody. 


“T am not ready to do so at this time,”’ 
said Sager. 

‘Well, then, I will call two of the 
Circuit Attorney’s witnesses myself,’’ 
said Walsh. 

Charles and Ernest Witmer, Demo- 
cratic judge and clerk of election at 
the polling place where Cody was said 
to have attemtped to register as ‘‘Pat- 
rick Grace.”’ 

Both testified that the man who did 
this was ‘“red-headed and _ = stockily 
built.” Cody is thin and has black 
hair. 

On this showing Judge Shields took 
the case undet advisement.

Robertson’s time broke all American 
records. The best previous time was 
made by Hemery in 190. He covered 283 
miles.in 4 hours 36 minutes, 8 seconds 
over the old Vanderbilt course, an aver- 
age of 61.51 miles an hour.

Williamson was moving at a 
rapid pace and the auto was approach- 
ing him at the rate of a mile a min- 
ute, He promptly headed his motor- 
cycle for a four-foot ditch at the side 
of the road and went into it in a heap. 
Borque steered for the other side of the 
course and his wheels just grazed the 
edge of another ditch. Williamson was 
painfully hurt. His motorcycle was 
wrecked. 

David Schuh, a boy, 
crushed leg after the race.

BERLIN, Oct. 7.~—Richard. Strauss is 
immensely flattered by the title of “Gen- 
eralmusikdirekter,’’ which Emperor Wil- 
liam recently conferred upon him. He 
accepts it as the Emperor's recognition 
of his value as an artist, and because 
the fact that a man of the Emperor’s 
well-known religious bent has conferred 
on him so high a title is proof to the 
puritars in America ene elsewhere that 
their views about ‘“Salome’’ are nar- 
row, antiquated and untenable. 

When asked if he did not think that 
a title such as he now enjoys is not 
rather derogatory and that, in fact, titles 
of any kind ought not to adorn a great 
artist, Strauss replied that this was 
not his view and that he was proud 
of his title, proud of the Emporer and 
the title will encourage him without 
in any degree sapping his independence. 

Lately the Emperor hag been a good 
deal in communication with Strauss and 
has given him various commissions for 
marches. At His Majesty’s command, 
Strauss has composed a march for the 
imperial dragoons stationed at Posen, 
another for official performances at the 
royal opera houses, and a third, which 


he calls a “Brandenburg Parade March.” } 


Into this last work are interwoven a 
number of the Emperor's favorite melo- 
dies. In addition, Strauss has given a 
new setting to several cavalry marches. 


Completing New Opera. 
Strauss has been in Garmisch in the 
Bavarian mountains for more than a 
month, putting the finishing touches on 
his new opera, ‘Electra.’ | 
This opera, which is the way of ex- 
traordinary orchestration, will leave his 
“Salome” in'the shade, is almost fin-' 
4shed andthe director of the Dresden 
‘Operal:House, Dr. Schuck, under whose 
are the opera will be produced next 
ebruary in the Saxon capital, is now 
working with Strauss, suggesting al- 
terations to make it more manageable 
on the stage. 

The libretto will be supplied by the 
gifted young Vienna poet, Hugo von 
Hofmannathal, ‘and will be a version 
of that writer's ‘well-known drama, 
*Plectra.”’ Hofmhannsthal has added to 


opera. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent un- 
derstands that the part of ‘‘Electra”’ 
is to be offered by Strauss to one of 
the best-known Wagner singers. He 
Says it will be one of the most exhaust- 
ing roles on the Opera stage, and that 
Yione but a superb voice of great pow- 
er will be of any use. 

“My idea,” he explains, “is to make 
Electra herself the personification of 
the idea of revenge, practically the 
Goddess of Revenge. The other roles, 
Chrysiostejnis, Electra’s sister; Orestes 
and Aegistis are for younger voices, 
The leading baritone is, the only singer 
who has been selected.’’ 


Try Out in Dresden. 

Dresden has been chosen rather than 
Berlin for the first performance, be- 
cause Strauss thinks the smaller Saxon 
city is far more disinterested in its criti- 
clems than the German. capital is and 
less liable to gusts of passidn, prejudice 
and political. currents. “Electra” has 
been accepted by the Royal Opera House 
in Berlin, but it will not be produced 
here until its value has been tested in 
rs pega The opera houses in Paris and

this ‘‘Griselda,’’ one of the most beau- 
tiful legends of the Middle Ages. — 

In the new setting given to the story 
by the eminent German dramatist, 
Griselda is the daughter of a poor 
countryman in Piedmont, whom Count 
Walter of Saluzzo, on account of her 
singular beauty, has chosen for his wife. 
To prove her fidelity and humility he 
thought out numerous tests, to which 
he subjected her in the most cruel man- 
ner. 

Finally, he took away her two chil- 
dren and ordered her back to the hut 
where she lived with her father before 
marriage. He told her he intended to 
take another wife. Griselda bowed to 
the will of her lord and did not even 
murmur when he told her he had killed 
her children. The Count was se moved 
by this exhibition of humility and wifely 
obedience that he confessed he had only 
wished to test her. He produced her 
two children, took her again to his cas- 
tle and they afterward led a happy life, 
full of good deeds and love. , 

It is.a. story which in another version 
once occupied Boccaccio, and many an- 
other writer of the Renaissance.

Charles M. Schwab Called, 
Will Appear in Court 
Monday. 





NEW YORK, Oct. 2%4.—The dealings 
which Charles W. Morse had with. bro- 
kerage houses in this city, where there 
was any connection with the affair of 
the National Bank.of North America, 
were the subject of consideration at to- 
day’s session: of the trial of Morse and 
A. H. Curtis in the United States Court. 
The defense entered objéction. to the 
opening of the subject by the prosecu- 
tion, but Judge Hough decided that the 
witnesses could answer some of the ma- 
terial questions. 

R. Mayor, a stock broker, testified as 
to a certain transaction with Morse, 
and Assistant United States District At- 
torney Wise read in evidence a check 
drawn by Morse on his personal account 
with the National Bank of North Amer- 
ica, which had been payable to Mr. 
Mayor. 

When the defense entered. objection to 
the admission of the check on the 
ground of immateriality, District Attor- 
ney Stimson said he proposed to show 
that upon the receipt of the check Mr. 
Mayor released certain securities which 
were later sold by Morse in connection 
with other certificates. 

Ies Stock Check. 

Joseph J. McCann, bookkeeper for Ar- 
thur Lippen & Co., stock brokers and 
bankers, identified a check given out 
Oct. 18, 1907, for $60,000, given by Mr. 
Morse and applied to the account of J. 
L. Adolph, with which to purchase 1000 
shares of Ice stock. The check was 
placed in evidence. 

Alfred Shurdle, a bookkeeper from the 
office of Albert Loeb & Co., brokers and 
bankers, followed and said that Mr. 
Morse had an account with his (firm, 
but he had passed over a check of 
$205,000 to Loeb & Co. to be credited to 
the account of J. EF. Carroll and re- 
ceived in return for it 1000 shares of 
Smelters, 600 Consolidated Gas and 500 
Delaware & Hundson. 

After several other employes in va- 
rious brokerage offices had told of 
transactions with Morse, Accountant 
Moxey was recalled tothe stand. 
He said the books of the 
Rank of North America showed that 


on the morning of Oct. 26 there was a 

balance of $3722 in Morse’s favor. 
During that day three deposits were 
r-ade, bringing his total credit bal- 
ance to $239,419 to meet the various 
checks drawn against it that day, 


One Day’s Overdraft, 

Mr. Moxey said the checks drawn 
against that account by Morse that 
day aggregated $400,000, making an 
overdraft of $210,681. On the same 


day the loan sheets showed a demand 
loan of $211,000 made by Morse and 
credited to him. 

Mr. Moxey said the books of the 
bank indicated. the demand notes 
were made daily by Morse to cover 
the checks which has been returned 
against his acount before the close 
of the day’s business. 

Charles M. Schwab was one of the 
witnesses called to the stand by the 
prosecution, but the defense objected 
to Mr. Schwab being questioned as to 
whether as a director of the bank he 
had known of Mr. Morse’s account be- 
ing overdrawn. The objection was 
upheld and Mr. Schwab was ordered 
to appear in court next Monday, when 
the trial will he reSumed.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 23.—The ex- 


perience of Kansas City with pay-as- 


you-enter cars in the first accident in 
which their safety is tested, points a 
valuable lesson for St. Louis. 

Panic-stricken passengers, penned in 
cars with inadequate exits that wer. 
running away were unable to get off 
while the cars were moving slowly and 
were either cayght in the collisions that 
followed or jumped after great speed 
had been attained. 

And the casualties in the Kansas City 
test were not u« circumstance to what 
they would have been if the St. Louis 
Ppay~-as-you-enter cars had been subject- 
ed to the same test, because it is much 
easier to get out of the Kansas City 
pay-as-you-enter cars than it is to get 
cut of the pay-as-you-enter cars in St. 
Louis. , 

A “Troost” car was climbing the long 
hill from’ Eighteenth street to Ninth 
street on Troost avenue. Within a hun- 
dred feet of the crown of the grade the 
wheels whirled on the track, slick with 
crushed autumn leaves. The car stop- 
ped and started back. The motorman 
set the brakes and the wheels locked 
and slid on thé greasy track.

“Tf the car had had suitable exits and 
the conductor had helped. the passen- 
gers off instead of driving them back 
into the car, I could have got off before 
the car gained much momentum and so 
could the other passgngers. The next 
time I'll use this.”” And Mr. Triss dou- 
bled up his fist to show what will hap- 
pen the next time the conductor of a 
p&y-as-you-enter car tries to keep him 
from jumping out of danger..

Desperate as was the situation of the 
passengers in all the cars, it would have 
been much more desperate if the cars 
had been constructed as are the Olive 
street * pay-as-you-enter cars in St. 
Louis. The windows of the Kansas City 
cars. are not barred on either side. The 
seats in each end are placed !ength- 
wise. The two rear doors are placed 
the same ag those on the Olive ‘street 
ears, but they are wider, Both are slid- 
ing doors, with the usual handles, and 
both can be opened and closed by pas- 
sengers. The exit door is not controlled 
by a lever. The. conductor is not in a 
box office. He merely stands behind a 
railing extending from the step around 
to the entrance door. There is no rail- 
ing between him and the step and the 
exit door. Between the car and the 
front vestibule there are folding doors. 
An outside door at the step is controlfea 
by a lever by the motorman.

A sample of Gov. Folk’s strenuous 
compaigning may be taken from his 
speaking itinerary for the closing 
week in September. On one day of 
that week he entered Linn County 
and made four speeches. To do this, 
coming from his last appointment, he 
traveled 18 miles by buggy, after 
night, reaching the railroad at 2 
o'clock in the morning; thence 121 
miles by rail, and thence 57 miles by 
automobile, reaching. the railroad 
again at 1:30 the following morning. 
In the course of those four speeches 
the Governor addressed iJ,00u people. 

Although the hardships of travel- 
ing over country roads is very great 
Gov. Folk has not yet missed a single 
appointment, and no auaience as- 
sembled to hear him has been disap- 
pointed by his non-appearance. On 
some of these trips he has been 
obliged to go 48 hours without lying 
down for rest. In one of his recent 
jaunts in South Missouri he missed 
both breakfast and luncheon and 
went the greater part of 24 hours 
without food or rest. 

But, notwithstanding all of this, the 
Governor has steadily gained in flesh 
and is more robust than when he en- 
tered the campaign. He aeclares that 
the fresh air of the country and the 
exercise of travel and speech making 
are invigorating, and says that “one 
good meal in the rural districts of 
Missouri is equal to an_ ordinary 
week’s board.” The aggregate mileage 
which the Governor has traveled has 
been augmented by the fact that he 
runs to Jefferson City once or twice 
each week to attend to his duties at 
the capital.

After a few years of gaiety and im- 
providence, the young couple found {t 
necessary to repair the wreck which 
extravagance had made of their for. 
tune, Mrs, Langtry appealed to W. T. 
Stead for an opportunity to recite in 
public. The journalist could not re. 
sist the blooming young beauty, whose 
pearl-white skin was set off by a 
rich black gown, and in a few days 
he made her and the dress famous on 
the stage. A fortune poured into her 

» Which was doubled by a tour of 
America, tue actor's land of 
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long, and she deserted Rigo, who was 
far from heart broken at her depar- 
ture, for an Italian ticket seller. For 
years the couple led a life of erratic 
splendor, being enabled to indulge 
their love of excesses by her ample 
fortune. 

Just before she died, a few years 
ago, in Budapest, she was adjudged 
incapable by a Michigan court of 
managing her own fortune and a 
guardian was appointed, who reduced 
her income to $5000 a year. At the 
time of her death she was alone, re- 
pentant and heartbroken. 

Another society woman who be 
came an actress when an alienation 
from her husband occurred was Min- 
nie Seligman Cu*ting, wife of Robert 











In the meantime, the admiration 
Which her fair face attracted en- 
raged her husband, and a separation 
followed. Mrs. Langtry was di- 
vorced in America, and was reported 
soon afterwards to have married 
Prince Esterhazy of the Austrian no- 
bility. At any rate, she did finally 
marry Sir Hugo de Bathe, an English 
soldier, 20 years her junior, and soon 
afterwards produced “The Degener- 
ates,” a drama which she said was 
taken from her own life. Her hus- 
baid, Hugo de Bathe, who boasted 
that he was going to the war in South 
Africa to “prove to his wife that he 
was a man,” disappeared from the 
public eye aftet his departure. 

The most celebrated of American 
heiresses, the Princess de Chimay, 
appeared in London and New York 
music halls with the fiddling Hun- 
garian gipsy, Jansci Rigo, for whom 
she deserted her noble husband in 
Paris. The Princess was born Clara 
Ward, daughter of the richest man 
of his day in Michigan. As a child 
she was taken by her mother to Lon- 
don for schooling; but was dismissed 
in disgrace from the seminary. For 
in money she had $40,000 a year in 


favor.

She was removed to Paris, and 
among the many escapades of her 
school days was her disappearance, 
which set the detective force of the 
city into a commotion for 10 days. 
She was finally discovered in a gar- 
ret and restored to her mother. 

Some years later she met at Nice 
the Prince de Cnimay, a grave and 
distinguished Italian. 
was arranged, and a honeymoon fol- 
lowed which made her exquisite face 
famous in all the capitals of Europe. 
At the Belgian capital her name was 
connected with the murder of the 
heir apparent to the throne, believed 
to have been slain by a rival for her 


Then the Princess returned to 
Paris, whereher $10,000 gowns, her 
beauty and her superb figure were 
the envy of the richest women. 

All Europe was shocked when she 
became fascinated by 
gypsy, Rigo, and his rude music. She 
built him a palace near her own, had 
a river dug in which he could take 
a daily swim—and visited him in 
open day. Finally she ran off with 
him. She married him when her hus- 
band obtained a divorce. 

But her infatuation did not last 
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L. Cutting Jr, of the prominent New 
York family of that name. Cutting 
himself, after his wife obtained a di- 
vorce from him in St. Louis, at- 
tempted to win fame on the profes- 
sional stage. Cutting was disinher- 
ited upon his marriage, because his 
rival in his ‘suit for the handsome 
young woman's hand was his own 
father, Robert Livingston Cutting.

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Queer Dishes In Africa 


HEN President Roosevelt goes 

W to the interior of Africa he 

will partake of some queer 

dishes. He will eat parrot soup, 

roasted or stewed monkeys, alligator 
eggs and’peanut bread. 

One of the greatest delicacies which 
will be offered him will be elephant’s 
feet anid trunk, which resemble some- 
what the taste of veal. To prepare 
them the native cooks dig a hole, 
about five feet deep, in the sand, and 
build in it a large fire.

It is proposed to attach to the bal- 
loon, in lieu of a basket, a noncap- 
sizable gasoline launch 12 feet in 
length.

BALLOON OF ENORMOUS SIZE. 


Honeywell is building for the flight 
one of the largest balloons ever 
made. It will be 85 feet in diameter, 
with a capacity of 300,000 cubic feet of 
hydrogen gas. This gas wili be used 
instead of coal gas because of hydro- 
gen’s inferior susceptibility to hea 
and cold. Fifty feet below the ap- 
pendix of the bag will hang the 
launch, built of galvanized iron, with 
air compartments, strong and light 
enough to weather a severe storm. 

By taking advantage of the swift, 
high easterly winds which he de- 
clares prevail on the ocean in the 
summer time, Dr. Fielding hopes to 
cross in about four days. With the 
aid of currents rapid as those fre- 
quently .encountered above the land, 
the duration of the voyage may, he 
hopes, be decreased by one or per- 
haps two days. Aeronauts have often 
been whirled along in the grasp of 
gales blow'ng 50 to $9 miles an hour. 

It is planned by Honeywell to start 
on the epoch-making voyage at right, 
s0 as to avoid at the outset an ex- 
pansion and loss of gas through the 
influence of the sun. Towering hun- 
dreds of feet above New York’s 
ragged sky line and the rays stream- 
int from the torch of the Statue of 
Liberty, the balloon will float swiftly 
away from the illumina.ions of the 
city until the travelers wi'l be alone 
In the world, save for the ocean 
heaving darkly far below, the stars 
and the clouds. 


NO SENSE OF MOTION. 

Though driven at a speed which 
would make an ocean liner seem to 
be receding instead of advancing, the 
aeronauts will have absolutely no 
sense of motion, after they are once 
out of sight of land. .

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Kansan Would Store Up Power 


N INGENIOUS Inventor in Kan- 
sas ts working upon a plan to 
let the wind store up power at 

night for him to use in the day. He 
describes his invention as follows: 
“My windmill power machine raises 
a series of weights from the ground 
and places them automatically upon 
a platform near the top of the ma- 
chine. When we get about 10 1000- 
pound weights up, it trips automat- 
ically and down they come, and an 
8000 or 9000 pound weight goes up. 
We iet this go on until we've stored 
up a vast lot of weight in the night.

This same man has invented what 
he calls a clock-work automobile. ie 
says of it: “Its power is obtained by 
winding up a series of springs set on 
three shafts beneath the machine. 
You wind 10 easy springs, one at a 
time, and then you pull a lever, and 
the 10 springs together wind up a 
st'll bigger spring as they unwind. 
Then you do it over again until you 
have wound up five big springs, which 
in turn wind up @ mammoth spring. 
There are five of these huge springs, 
and you keep on till they’re all wound 
up. Then you have wer 
stored to carry you several miles.

In the desperation of half-madness 
he sighted the rifle, murmured an 1n- 
vocation to the Great Spirit, and 
fired. The woman threw up her 
arms, huddled down into a heap of 
rags, and fel) over dead. Her assassin 
fled blindly, imagining a host o/ 
avenging imps, familiars of his vic- 
tim, rushing after him like a troop 
of bats. 

When her body was found next da) 
beside the ashes of the fire she hac 
kindled, it was recalled that Top- 
acher had been seen frequently prowl- 
ing about her home. When arrested 
he readily admitted the murder. But 
superstition held him long aloof from 
confessing his motive.

woman's eye, There were days when 
he seemed to know she was some- 
where in the crowu watching him, al- 
though he had not seen her. That 
may possibly account for his dogged 
refusal at times to make flights and 
his strange habit of taking refuge 
under the frame of his machine until 
the evil influence has passed away. 

Charlotte Walker, the actress, who 
is seeking uivorce from her husbaud 
Dr. John B. Haden of Galveston, Tex. 
bases her plea on alleged “‘paycuic 
cruelty.” Under this heading she 
enumerates telepathic threats, psychic 
curses, malicious magnetism, baneful 
influence and many other occult 
forms of cruelty. 

George J. Heiser, a Pittsburg musl- 
cian, appealed to the police one day 
for protection from a Boston master 
of occultism, who, he complained, 
had hounded him to despair by tele- 
pathic threats. Although, as Heiser 
declared, is tormenter lived in sos- 
ton, his mysterious powers kept him 
constantly at the musician’s side, 
watching his every. movement, 
threatening, prompting, coaxing, or- 
dering him to commit acts which 
would wreck his future life. 

WAS “UNDER A SPELL” 

Detective Langan of the Brooklyn 
(N. Y.) force was accosted on the 
street recently by a young man who 
said he was Charles K. Meserole, and 
asked for the nearest police station. 
He said he wished the arrest of a 
woman medium in New York who 
had “put him under a spell.” He was 
decoyed to court, arraigned before a 
magistrate and committed to a psy- 
chopathic ward for observation. 

According to tne allegations of Mrs. 
Madelon Locker of Brooklyn, in ber 
divorce suit, she was “bewitched”— 
hypnotized, her lawyer put it—into a 
bigamous marriage with Rev. Wil- 
liam F. Coburn, a Reformed Church 
minister at Waxefield, N. H. 

Another case invdlving hypnotic 
marriage was recently brought to 
light in Plainfield, Conn., where Mrs. 
Jane Eliza Tillotson, 69 and rich, al- 
leged that she was “bewitched” into 
marriage with George U. 1 00Mmpson. 
74, lame and penniless. 

‘I don’t know how he did it,” said 
Mrs. Tillotson, or Thompson. “He 
must have hypnotized me. He talked 
ali the time about his millions. he 
sat in the house with curtains drawn 
down and talked in a whisper. He 
told me he had sold a farm for $600,- 
wv0; then he said one morning he 
had sent $50,000 worth of gold bonds 
to Washington and expected the 
money for tnem the next day.

said he was going to take me to 
Greenwich and show me his house. 
at New Haven we got off and he in- 
quired for Rev. George Morgan.
